The navy de- 
partment was advised today of the arrival 
of the battleship Kentucky at Havana, The 
battleship Indiana will reach the same des- 
tination tomorrow morning. 


Busy Sunday at Washington. 

This has been an exceedingly busy day for 
the war and navy departments in spite of the 
good news from Cuba that people were 
acquiescing without protest in American oc- 
cupation. The war department worked the 
entire night dispatching orders to various or- 
ganizationg comprising the first expedition. 

Operations in all departments of the mil- 
itary esteblishment of the government today 
were on a war basis. The acting secretaries 
and chieés of all bureaus were at their desks 
and every office was humming with activity.

On account of theabsorbing interest in local 
affairs the press of St. Petersburg gives little 
room to comment on the Cuban situation. The 


Novoe Vremya says it is unable to compre- 


hend the scruples which led the United States 
to refrain from annexing the island in 1899. 
It reviews the present events in its customary 


anti-American style, attributes the revolu- 


tion to the machinations of President Roose- 


velt, and foresees annexation in a few years 
without objection from European powers.

PARIS, Sept. 30.—The Echo de Paris pub- 
lishes, from what ſt gays à good source, the 
persistent report circulating In Copenhagen 
that the czar and czarina have been in that 
city for two days, although one journal of 
official oharacter denies it. The Echo de 
Paris says the dowager czarina has gone to 
a chateau at Amalienbors. where the czar 
will join her. 


May Give Up Reins of Power. 

Discussion of the czar’s absence from Rus- 
sia continues, with new »ments, along 
the lines cabled a week ago; when it was re- 
ported here he might cease to direct the af- 
fairs of his realm. The Petit Parisien prints 
a St. Petersburg saying court cir- 
cles are seriously discussing an eventual re- 
gency. The reason given for such eventuality 
ie that recent incidents have so affected the 
ezar’s health that his condition has inspired 
lively anxiety among his entourage. 

The Petit Parisien says the government 
has decided te prosecute in the courts 180 
members of the former duma who signed the 
Viborg mani „ althongh such extraor- 
dinary proceedings would work such harm 
to the existing régime that it is hard to be- 
lieve such decision has been reached. 


Sentence on Mutineers. 

CRONSTADT,. Sept. 30.—The sentences of 
the court martial on the sailors and others 
charged with participation in the mutiny qt 
Cronstadt last August have been delivered 
subject to confirmation. M. Onipko, one of 
the leaders of the peasant party in the out- 
lawed parliament, is condemned to deporta- 
tion and the less of ali his civil rights. 

Nineteen saliore are condemned to death 
by shooting, twelve to life servitude, 120 to 
terms of servitude varying from four to 
twenty years, and 420 other salforsto service 
with the disciplinary battalions and various 
terms of civil imprisonment.

Announcement Made at Meeting; 


Printers Gather at West 
Side Armory. 


Samuel Gompers conducted his ‘ Sunday 


school” for teamsters yesterday at Apollo 


hall, Blue Island avenue and Twelfth street, 
and in the first: lesson laid down the com- 
manfiment, * Thou shalt not slug.” 

Nearly 500 drivers gathered to hear the 
labor leader, A few of them early in the 
meeting showed a disposition to be unruly,

Upbraids Drivers for Violence. 

“If any teamster ever is guilty of that 
folly, not to say crime, of using physical 
violence against his brother, let him re- 
member that he is injuring himself and his 
organisation,“ said he. The teamsters can 
and ought to be in the vanguard of the great 
labor movement of the country. 
But you can’t be if you go on after the 
manner of the Kilkenny cats,“ he added. Mr. 
Gompers thought the Cuban situation fur- 
nished am excellent course of Sunday 
school study for the teamsters. The driv- 
ers, he said, were like a lot of revolutionists. 
The drivers were told plainly to cease thelr 
bickerings and get into line, so that organ- 
ized labor may present a solid front in the 
coming election.

The circumstances attending President 
Palma's resignation and his formal state- 
ment to the delegation which waited upon 
him of the reasons which induced him to 
withdraw are both pathetic and forcefnl. 
These reasons are unanswerable. He 
conld not continue in office under present 
conditions except at the sacrifice of both 
his personal and official dignity. He in- 
formed the delegation that he would make 
such a sacrifice if there were any pros- 
pect of a good and practical result, but 
he had no reason to believe that a new 
government would be permanent. If he 
remained in office it would be an office 
whose title he had been told hy the repre- 
stntative of the United States was taint- 
ed with fraud. He would have to be as- 
sociated with people who were violently 
| opposed to him and his administration. 
If he should submit his cldims to a new 
election no one could foretell what the 
issue might be. It was wise, therefore, 
to withdraw and to withdraw at the time 
he did. And he has done it in such a 
manner as to command public respect. 
Now that the government of the United 
States has put its hand to the plow it 
must not turn back. It probably will not 
again withdraw from Cuba and leave the 
door open for more “unfortunate occur- 
rences.” It will have to pacify the island 
by making such reasonable concessions as 
may be demanded by the people, and if 
they shall not be satisfied with that then 
stronger methods will have to be em- 
ployed. 
It is not safe to assume that the United 
States may not yet have to employ force, 
although the insurgent leaders have prom- 
ised Secretary Taft they will lay down 
their arms, restore the property they seized, 
and go home. Cuban insurgents are a very 
uncertain lot. They may be dissatisfied with 
the new order of things and take up arms 
again. In that case the United States will 
have to use force, but the issue will not be 
doubtful. The situation will not be the 
same as it was in the Philippines and 
in Cuba when Spain sought to subdue 
the irisurgents. The United States is able 
to patrol the coast of the island much 
more effectually than Spain could. It can 
shut off supplies for the insurrectionists, 
and especially prevent the importation of 
munitions of war. Filibusters will not 
be allowed to leave our ports with impuni- 
ty. There will de no sympathy in this 
country with Cuban rebels, as there was 
when Spain was trying to put them down. 
Our, troops are familiar with guerrilla war- 
fare and know how to dea] withthe predgtory 
bands they may eneounter. 
Cuba has been opened up to solne ex- 
tent by railroads since Spain left it, and 
there will be a further extension of rail- 
roads in all directions, The railroadjis a 
great eivilizer and p@tedtial in time of 
war. If the United States continues in 
control of the island it will be gridironed 
with railroads before many years and insur- 
gents will be.subdued much more easily: than 
when Spain undertook the task. * 

The future of Cuba is bright with prom- 
ise, provided the United States shall re- 
main in control of the administration of 
affairs. There will be a large emigra- 
tion from this country. American capital 
will develop the resources of the island. 
Employment will be given to every honest 
man who wants it, and our government 
will put down with a strong arm the peo- 
ple who do not want it but look upon 
revolntion as an — branch of in- 
dustry. 


ANOTHER MUNICIPAL FAILURE. 

Just as the assembled mayors. were dis- 
cussing the varied aspects of the subject 
of municipal ownership the record of con- 
spicuous failures received another addi- 
tion. .This time the news comes from 
Columbus, O. It is stated that, begin- 
ning with an outlay of $63,000, nearly 
half a million doliars has been spent on 
a municipal lighting plant. Now the 
mapagers make an insistent demand for 
$141,000 more. Aceompanying the de- 
mand is the declaration of a director of 
‘public service that, if the funds are not 
forthcomifig at once, the whole plant will 
have to be abandoned and nearly $500,- 
000 of the people’s money wasted. Only 
a short time ago $100,000 was voted for 
repairs on the understanding that this 
amount would make the plant one of the 
best in the country. It is stated by the 
director that the service is entirely inad- 
equate, and that, in order to light the city 
even fairly, $200 a night is being paid 
to private lighting concerns.

RAILROAD VICTIMS. 

During: the year ending June 30, 1906, 
537 passengérs were killed on the railroads 
of the United States and 3,805 persons 
neither passengers nor employés; Four 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-five of 
these persons were trespassers upon the 
right of way of the company, the others were 
killed at crossings or at stations, where they 
were not technically trespassers, althongh 
they were not passengers. The slaughter of 
passengers was greater than it should have 
been, and the number of employés killed and 
injured, 70,194 altogether; is a disgrace to 
the railroad management of the country, but 
the fact remains that more than half the 
people killed by the railroads had no business 
to be where they were, and were themselves 
primarily-responsible for their own death as 
well ‘as for obstruction of traffic or other 
inconvenience to the railroad companies, 

Local laws are either not sufficiently 
stringent or else are not well enforced in the 
case Of trespassing or of willfully endan- 
gering one’s life on a railroad track. The 
ultimate solution will be to have all tracks 
either elevated or depressed so that there 
will be no grade crossings and to have the 
right of way so fenced or walled in that it 
will be a matter of some difficulty and of no 
advantage to intrude upon the tracks. In 
the meantime the regular-police authorities 
and the special watchmen of the railroad 
should show greater zeal in warning trés- 
passers from tracks, and in arresting those 
who disregard the warning. The common 
law does not pergnit a man to needlessly en- 
danger his been, if in so doing he 
endangers the lives of others. The statute 
law should provide specifically for the pun- 
ishment of trespassers upon the right of way 
of railroads. 

In most European countries trespassing 
on the track is a serious offense. To pass 
from: one platform to another by crossing 
upon the tracks at a station instead of using 
bridge or subway renders the trespasser, 
even if a passenger who has paid fare, liable 
to fine and imprisonment. As a consequence, 
few persons are killed upon the tracks in 
Europe. It is said that no one has ever 
been killed in that way in Denmark, and 
in other countries such accidents are rare. 
In this country daily reports of passengers 
killed in railroad accidents attract attention, 
but it is only the annual publication of 
statistics that reminds the public that ten 
times as many people are killed when tres- 
passing.. It is worth noting ‘also that such 
accidents are mor fatal than accidents to 
passengers and efnployés. While only one 
of these latter classes is killed to twenty 
injured, the ratio of killed:to injured among 
trespassers is as twelve to thirteen, ©

It may therefore be well to endeavor to dis- 
pel, in so far as is possible, the mystery which 
prevails with regard to the archduke, and it 
may be stated here, right at the beginning, 
that there are tue strongest reasons for pre- 
suming that he is dead. Emperor Francis 
Joseph, although he had forced him to leave 
Austria and to surrender his Austrian citizen- 
ship, relented when the news was brought to 
him that his most gifted but eccentric cousin 
was missing and probably had been ship- 
wrecked, For he dispatched the cruiser 
Haida, which spent almost a year in explor- 
ing almost every mile of the coast between 
Iquique and Valparaiso, as well as the ad- 
jacent islands, in the hope of discovering 
some trace of the prince or of his ship, the 
Margherita. 

The search proved fruitless, as did also the 
subsequent attempts by Austria and by other 
maritime powers to find ume archduke on one 
or another of the islands of the south Pacific. 
‘Tf not even any wreckage was discovered, it 
must be remembered that the Margherita 
was an iron ship and that the coast of Pata- 
goma, between Cape Tres Montes and Staten 
islands, where the vessel is believed to have 
foundered, is so stormbeaten and forbiddingly 
precipitous that boards and woodwork which 
might have been torn off from the sinking 
ship would have been dashed to atoms by the 
terrific force of the huge waves againet the 


cliffs. 
— 


Archduke John was passionately devoted 
to his old mother, the grand duchess of Tus- 
cany, who died in 1898. As long as he lived he 
was wont to write to her almost daily. when 
away from her side. He wrote to her a long 
and detailed letter just before sailing from 
Iquique, but from that time forth until she 
died, eight years afterwards, she never re- 
celved a line from him nor the slightest infor- 
mation as to whether he was alive or dead. 
It he had been living he must have known 
that the good old lady kept lights burning in 
his rooms in her chateau of Orth every night 
until her death, always hoping against hope 
for his return and herself plating fresh flow- 
ers every day in his apartments. It is impos- 
sible to believe that knowing this, as he must 
have done if he had been living, he would 
have left her without a single sign of life. 

With him on board the Margherita when it 
sailed were his actress wife, Milly Stubel, 
and a crew of German, Austrian, English, 
and Italian sailors; also some men taken on 
board at KEusenada. Most of these people 
hed near and dear relatives. Yet they have 
never given any sign of life since they sailed 
from Iquigq. ith the archduke. Is it pos- 
sible to conc..ve that even if the prince 
should have resolved to envelop his existence 
in mystery they should all of them have been 
willing to remain dead from thenceforth to 
their dear ones? Then, too, the Supreme 
court of the German empire has compelled 
the marine insurance companies to pay over 
to the Viennese lawyer, Baron Haberle, the 
‘trustee of the archduke’s estate, the 250,000 
marks for which the Margherita was insured,“ 
thus legally establishing the fact that the 
boat had been lost. 

— 

Having thus pretty well proved that the 
archduke has been really dead since his dis- 
appearance at sea sixteen years ago, a few 
words may be of interest as to the reasons 
which caused him to leave Austria. But few 
people outside court circles im Vienna are 
aware of the fact that he played an active 
role in placing Prince Ferdinand of Coburg 
on the throne of Bulgaria. He thereby 
aroused the anger of Emperor Francis Joseph 
to the boiling pitch. For, in the first place, 
the Austrian ruler has never either liked or 
trusted Ferdinand, and then, too, he was 
bound by personal pledges to the late czar to 
refrain from interfering in Bulgaria or from 
permitting any prince of his family to accept 
the Bulgarian crown, so that the acceptance 
by Ferdinand of the throne at the instigation 
and with the codperation of Archduke John 
seemed lke a breach of faith to Alex- 
ander ITI. 

Francis Joseph does not ike any member of 
his family to play a role in politics and he was 
particularly angry with Archduke John, who 
had been led to turn his attention to foreign 
and domestic politics by his treatment on the 
part of the war department, which, with the 
sanction of the emperor, had deprived him of 
his commands, placed him on the retired list, 
and relegated him to military oblivion, owing 
to his ardent championship of reforms now 
universally adopted, but which in those days 
were frowned upon by all the older genera- 
tion of military men. 

But neither these differences with the em- 
peror nor yet the latter’s refusal to permit 
him to marry, even morganatically, the 
actress, Milly Stubel, can be regarded as the 
real cause of his renunciation of his imperial 
rank, titles, and dignities, and his exclusion 
from membership of the house of Hapsburg. 

— 

I have the best of reasons for knowing that 
his abandonment of his status as an arch- 
duke, far from being voluntary, was com- 
pulsory, and I have had in my hands a num- 
ber of exceedingly interesting letters in his 
handwriting, in which he states over his own 
signature that the emperor had not only 
strictly forbidden him ever to return to Aus- 
tria, whence he had banished him, but had 
likewise deprived him of his Austrian citizen- 
Ship, leaving him without a country and free 
only to bear the family name of Orth, taken 
from the name of the chateau which had been 
«the home of his childhood with his mother. 

In the last letter, written from Chatham, 
near London, where he married Milly Stubel, 
he describes himself as a man intensely. mis- 
erable and broken hearted, whose life was to 
all intents and purposes at an end. Nothing 
in the letter conveyed the idea that he was 
either deeply in love with his wife or that he 
looked fotwafd to an existence of happiness 
at her side. Indeed, from this last letter, I 
should almost be tempted to believe that his 
‘marriage to the woman for whose sake he 
was supposed to have sacrificed everything 
oom inereased rather than diminished his bit-

Reviewing eohditions, Senator Beveridge 


Every student who understands the com- 
position of the Cuban people knew that this 
eruption would come and that as long as 
America’s guiding hand was withheld from 
them these eruptions would conte. All 
this was understood by that great states- 
man who provided for such emergencies in 
the famous law which bore his name, the 
Platt amendment—one of the three most 
impo t statutes since the adoption of the 
American constitution and the most vital 
part of the Cuban constitution, for the Platt 
amendment is a part of the fundamental 
law of Cuba. * 

That Cuba should be American is thé 
highest example of manifest destiny in his- 
tory. Geography makes her can—she 
im geographically a part of Florida. Her 
position in the gulf makes her American— 
she commands its entrance and the ap- 
proaches to the Mississipp!’s mouth and all 
our southern harbors. The natural currents 


j ef trade make her American—she' is the 


natural market place for our products, and 
we are the natural purchasers of her prod- 
ucts. Political gravitation makes her Amer- 
ican--no island so small ever maintained a 
separate existence near a country so great 
and a government so powerful.

American government in Cuba is the tra- 
ditional policy of the American people. It 
began before the republic was founded. The 
American colonists petitioned the English 
king to let them take Cuba, and gave as 
their reasons the very same causes that 
have inspired American statesmen to desire 
the same thing ever since, the very same 
causes that are operating today. When 
political parties were formed and political 
platforms began to be written, the policy 
of American government over Cuba ex- 
pressed itself in all political creeds. Al 
American statesmen whose names survive, 
no matter to what party they bel i 
down almost to the civil war, held this con- 
summation as one of their dearest dreams. 
Clay was for it, ss was for it, Webster 
was for it; and only the mighty question of 
slavery, culminating in the red years of the 
civil war, stopped the intensifying spirit of 
the American people, which, but for those 
dreaded events, would long since have ac- 
complished that purpose. 

But we have promised her independence, 
and that pledge we must fulfill. We must 
let events correct our folly. A higher wis- 
dom than our own must erase our mistakes 
and rewrite the Teller amendment on which 
our pledge ef independence is based, and 
from which all present and future trouble 
and confusion flows and will flow.

But we must accept the decree of those 
events: we must obey the orders of that 
higher wisdom; and when it is clear that 
Cuba is not capable of stable government 
and continuous orderly liberty, then we must 
act under Senator Platt's great statute, act 
promptly, fearlessly, wisely, and, acting thus, 
act for the interests of America, the welfare 
of the Cuban people, and for the uplifting of 
that law regulated liberty which constitutes 
our American civilization.” 

In speaking of the tariff Senator Beveridge 
said some changes were necessary, but that 
these changes should be made by the party 
that made the law and by friends of the 
protective principle and not by the enemies 
of that principle. 


BIG DECREASE IN 
THE PENSION ROLL, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.—The net de- 
crease in the pension roll of the United States 
for the fiscal year ending June 30 last, 
amounted to 12,470, the largest decrease ever 
known in the history of the country. These 
facts are brought out in the annual report 
of Commissioner of Pensions Warner, which 
has just deen completed. Im the report the 
commissioner expresses the opinion that 
there will be a still more marked decrease 
during the present year. 

During the year there were added to the 
roll 83,569 new pensioners and 1,405 restora- 
tions and renewals, making a total addition 
of 34,974. The total number of pensioners on 
the roll during the year was 1,038,415: The 
number of pensioners dropped from the roll 
during the year was 47,444, leaving the num- 
ber of pensioners on June 30, 1906, 985,971. 

The maximum number of pensioners in the 
history of the bureau was reached on Jan. 
31, 1905, when it was 1,004,196, since which 
date there has been a steady detrease, ag- 
gregating to June 30, 1906, 18,225.

Columbus, O., le second 
with a disbursement 0$14,886.601, and Chi- 
cago is third, with Indianapolis a close 
fourth. 

There are 76,504 pensioners on the rolls of 
the Chicago agency, which is a decrease of 
1,004 as compared with the roll of 1905.

Death the Principal Cause. 

Death was the principal cause of the de- 
crease of the last year, the number of names 
dropped on that account being 43,300 Of 
these, 29,208 were those of survivors of the 
civil war, leaving 666,458 survivors of that 
war still on the roll. There are stiil four 
pensioners on account of the revolutionary 
war, one a widow and theother three daugh- 
ters; 660, all widows, om account of the war 
with Spain, and 11,472 on account of the 
Mexican war. Of the Mexican war pensions 
3,984 are to survivors. 

The commissioner calls attention to the 
fact that while there has beem a material de- 
crease in the number of pensioners the an- 
nual value of the roll is nearly as large as 
it was last year. This arises from the fact 
that the ratings of many invalid pensions are 
constantly increasing, the average increase 
iast year being $1.22. 

Pennsylvania has the largest number of 
pensioners, 98,829. Ohlo follows with 98,564. 
New York has 89,240. 

More than 5,000 pensions are paid to persons 
residing abroad. Of these 3,567 are in Can- 
ada, 602 in Germany, and 495 in Ireland.

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CANNED FISH. 
[From the London Hospital.] 

However important we may regard the 
proper preservation of meat from the point 
of view of economics, the preservation of fish 
is certainly no less important. Fish, unlike 
cattle, want no pasture, and their abundance 
in certain places and at certain times of the 
year is proverbial. This variety of food is of 
all proteid or nitrogenous foods undoubtedly 
the most plemtiful. Although from the ebem- 
ical standpoint it contains less proteid nutri- 
ment, weight for weight, than . butchers’ 
meat, the cheap price at which it can be sold 
makes up for this. It may be reckoned, 
roughly, that one and one-half pounds of or- 
dinary whitefish are about equivalent to one 
pound of meat. In making this calculation 
we must remember that in the case of fish, 
as ordinarily purchased, there is a good deal 
of waste material—skin, head, tail, scales, 
etc,—this in some cases amounting to 70 per 
cent. 

This inedible residue differs widely in dif- 
ferent kinds of fish. and hence some of the 
apparently dearest varieties of fish are often 
in reality the cheapest. Further, this con- 
sideration is not applicable to the matter 
actually before us, as in the case of canned 
or preserved fish the inedible residue is much 
reduced. 

Fish—and certainly dannad fish—is an ar- 
ticle of diet offering the greatest amount of 
nutriment for any given sum. If we turn 
from the chemistry of the subject to its phys- 
iology wW®s find from that point of view that 
fish possesses certain advantages. It is 
blander than meat, containing less of the so- 
called extractives of, stimulating purin bases. 
Hence fish is generally chosen as a diet In 
cases in which you want to avoid stimulation 
ot the spinal nervous centers, as it is also in 
those cases im which there is a tendency to 
the gouty diathesis, or to an accumulation 
in the body of substances of the purin type.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


A continuance of the strength and activity 
recently noted in the wholesale and jobbing 
trade characterized the transactions of the 
last week. Business was influenced to some 
extent by the expansion in retail trade, which 
was a marked féature of the week. Dealers 
at interior points continued to be heavy buy- 
ers of nearly all lines of staple goods. 

The movement of grain, compared toa year 
ago, was smaller, but the lighter receipts at 
primary paints were attributed principaily 
to the car shortage, which is more or less 
stringent on all roads, the heavy movement of 
gbneral merchandise on both the eastern and 
western roads restricting the number of cars 
available for the movement of the crops, 
Dealers in wheat at practically all distribut- 
ing points reported a distinctly improved de- 
mand from koreigners, and the domestic 
milling inquiry was sufficient to permit of in- 
‘creasing premiums for cash wheat. 

Lumber interests claimeda prosperous con- 
| dition of trade. The inquiry for paints and 
Oils showed but little if any falling of. Fur- 
niture, boots and shoes, clothing, hardware, 
and miscellaneous distributers reported a 
flourishing business: Further strength has 
been shown in the primary cotton goods mar- 
kets, and additional advances were an- 
nounced on several lines of bleached goods.

Rumors of. Great Northern-Steel Trust

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—[Special.]——-Weak- 
ness permeated the stock market from the 
start yesterday, owing to heavy sales at the 
opening to realize on the bulge late Friday.
